WHE RESURRECTION of the body so 
often referred to at this season of the 
year has its counterpart in the Easter 
of the soul. We can readily see that 
the ascension that takes place in the soul would 
antedate the ascension above things of the 
physical world. The ascension of Jesus but 
followed the ascension in consciousness, his 
rise to a higher realization of His oneness with 
God. 

If you would rise above adverse conditions, 
you must ascend in consciousness to that place 
where you realize the true Easter, your ascend- 
ancy and mastery over all things. You must 
reach that heavenly height where you know that 
Christ in you is the risen Master and that 
through Him you have risen above all belief in 
the power of things earthly. 

Let your watchword be “Awake! Arise! 
Ascend!”’ Ascend into that high consciousness 
in which you realize your oneness with the pres- 
ence and power of Christ. Ascend to that real- 
ization in which you know that you are resur- 
rected from all identity with adverse things. 
Know that you have broken all material bonds 
and that you abide in oneness with your Father. 

The Easter of the soul is that experience 
which the soul has when it realizes its ascension 
above things of the material world. The soul 
realizes that it is independent of material and 
adverse things. It knows that it has ascended 
to spiritual heights where there is no knowledge 
of material bondage. 
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The Easter of the soul takes place when the 
individual has arrived at that state of conscious- 
ness in which he leaves behind the bondage of 
ignorance and the limitations of materiality. He 
is no longer bound to persons or things. He 
perceives perfect freedom and claims it as his 
own. He rises out of bondage to personality 
and personal limitations. 


If you would resurrect your body from 
physical bondage and disease, first let your soul 
experience its ascension. Rise to the truth that 
you are not bound by anything, not limited by 
any condition. Rise to the realization that in 
Truth your freedom is entire. Ascend in 
thought to those heights where you know that 
the freedom of Christ, the perfect man, is your 
own innate freedom. 


Easter is a season when we experience new 
life. New life thrills us in soul and in body. 
Nothing seems to be able to hold us in bondage 
or to limit our appreciation of new life. We 
live in the consciousness that we are at one 
with something heavenly, something altogether 
lovely, something magnificent. 


The young student of Truth when he first 
hears or reads its message feels something of 
the spirit of Easter. He feels within himself 
a stirring of new life. He feels that old shackles 
are being broken. Something within him seems 
to rise to the height of high heaven. He ex- 
periences resurrection and ascension in his soul. 
Easter takes on a new meaning for him be- 
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cause he is enabled to give it a personal ap- 
plication. 


In the higher realms of the mind and of 
Spirit we understand the true meaning of the 
soul’s Easter. We appreciate the efforts of the 
soul to rise above the limited thoughts we think. 
We see the continual struggle of the soul to 
rise to those heights where there is no bondage, 
no belief in the power of adverse conditions 
or things. 

Jesus could not have resurrected His body 
if He had not first experienced an inner sense 
of ascension. He could not have risen above 
physical bondage if He had not first risen above 
mental bondage. He could not have had a resur- 
rection of the body without first having had 
an Easter of the soul, a rising to mental heights 
where no physical bondage exists. 


If you would rise above material limitations, 
if you would rise above the belief in the pres- 
ence and power of sin, evil, fear, hate, disease, 
and lack in your life, ascend to that high con- 
sciousness where only Truth reigns, where 
there is naught but the presence and power 
of light, love, joy, health, and plenty. Ascend 
to that high realization which recognizes naught 
but Truth. 


If you would deliver your body from bond- 
age to disease, let your soul rise to that height 
at which life and health alone reign. Rise in 
consciousness to the realization that nothing in 
all this world can keep you in bondage. 















Quietness and c On de ] 


oN! NE of the richest gifts that God has 
mee} given to man is the ability to be quiet 
4 when things about him produce noise 
“| and chaos. He has the ability to turn 
instantly from the noise of the world to the 
presence of quietness within him. Within this 
presence he finds confidence and strength. With- 
out having this gift, he would be in the position 
of being subordinate to things of the world. 
Their noise would draw him away from the seat 
of power within him. 

In Isaiah we read, “In quietness and in con- 
fidence shall be your strength.” We can readily 
see that our own strength is not developed 
through noise and fear, through confusion and 
instability. We can see that we rob ourselves 
of quietness and confidence when we believe 
that things of the world about us have power 
over us. 

Men who make a success of living find that 
they derive confidence and strength from hav- 
ing regular periods each day in which to be 
quiet. They turn from the pressure of busi- 
ness, from the demands of the external life, to 
make a closer union with the presence of God 
within them. The more they withdraw from 
external things and from the belief that the 
outer world has power over them, the easier it 
is for them to draw near to God. 

When we have a feeling of being disturbed 
and confused about the state of things about us, 
we need to turn to God within us. We need to 
say from the depths within us, “Be quiet.” We 








need to let the Spirit within us say to the trou- 
bled waters of our soul, “Peace, be still.” We 
need to obey the command of Christ within us 
to give our thought and attention to Him. 

Are you disturbed today about something? 
Do things of the world seem to crowd in upon 
you and to master you? Do other persons seem 
to take your confidence and strength from you? 
Then turn to the quietness and confidence of 
Christ within you. In Him you will find your 
strength. 

Quietness, confidence, strength! What a 
progression! Quietness gives us confidence and 
we develop strength. In quietness we cease to 
believe that adverse things can have power over 
us. We realize that in the presence of Christ 
within us are perfect confidence and complete- 
ness of strength, nothing wanting. 

Were you to put your confidence in things of 
the world about you, you would find it unstable. 
Since material things are impermanent, your 
confidence would be unstable and vacillating. 
You would have confidence at one moment and 
no confidence the next. Not so when your con- 
fidence is placed in Christ within you and in 
Truth. Christ is ever substantial, permanent, 
enduring. 

Those who lack confidence have not found 
Christ within them. They lack strength because 
they know not the strengthening power of 
Christ. They have but to turn to Christ in or- 
der to be filled with that confidence and strength 
which His presence can supply. 
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The person who feels that he needs con- 
fidence shows that he has been directing his 
thought to things about him instead of to Christ 
within him. He shows that he needs to find the 
presence of quietness and peace at the heart of 
his being. 

The person who would have self-confidence 
must center his confidence in the selfhood of the 
Christ. He must know that it is the Christ self 
that gives him confidence. He must realize that 
he works not through personal effort but 
through Christ. He must realize that the pres- 
ence of Christ within him gives him confidence 
and strength. 

We can turn easily to Christ when we cease 
to believe in the power of external things. When 
we know that in Truth things of the world have 
no power over us, we find that Christ within us 
has all power. From His presence, we derive 
quietness, confidence, and power. 

Our confidence in Christ is never betrayed. 
He will never fail us. From His presence of 
quietness comes full assurance that He is always 
with us, always ready to help us. 

One of the most valuable secrets that is re- 
vealed by a study of practical Christianity is 
that of the indwelling presence of Christ, the 
presence of quietness, confidence, and strength. 
Man is able to turn to Christ when the world 
about him seems to totter and to reel and to find 
in Christ that which is steadying and strength- 
ening. He can turn to Christ and find power to 
overcome the world. 




























The Absolute Viewpoint 
Prop UITE OFTEN teachers of Christiam 

faza,.¥ metaphysics are criticized because they 
a 29 A take an absolute stand. Their oppo- 
—==—4 nents criticize them for taking the 
stand that in Truth God is all in all, that He is. 
the only presence and power. Some one says that. 
God, the good, cannot be the only presence and 
power because there is the appearance of evil 
and disease. Another says that God may be 
considered all in a theological sense but not in 
a practical way. 


The teacher of absolute metaphysics takes. 
the stand that God, the good, alone is omni- 
present and omnipotent. In this realization he 
comes to know the nothingness of the claim of 
evil and disease. His only working tool is Truth. 
Without the realization that God is all in all, he: 
would be a victim of the race belief that evil 
shares in the presence and power of God. 


The teacher of Truth early finds that he can-- 
not make a compromise. He finds that he can- 
not believe that God is only partly omnipresent. 
and omnipotent or that He is at one time all- 
powerful and at another half-powerful. If God 
is God, omnipresent and omnipotent as all good, 
He must be so at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances. 

We must think of Truth not as a religion or 
a system of theology but as a practical science 
or philosophy. We must think of God as some- 
thing that helps man in his extremity. We must 
know God as a power that man feels when he 
needs power. We need to know God as all in all 
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at a time when something adverse would seem 
to usurp God’s presence and power. 

The absolute viewpoint knows no concession 
to race belief. The absolute philosophy of life 
has its reliable principle when evil and disease 
seem to be raging as well as when things seem 
to be going all right. The absolute viewpoint 
takes a most positive stand and gives no quar- 
ter to the appearance of anything unlike God. 

One time a year or so ago, when many per- 
sons were experiencing adverse conditions, one 
man, who was a student of Truth, told us that 
he had been unable to apply it to his own af- 
fairs and he was going to give it up. Our an- 
swer to him was something like this: “You 
cannot ever give up Truth. Once you discover 
it, you find it is a part of your very life. Your 
only possible escape from adverse conditions is 
through your being loyal to Truth and through 
applying it.” He grasped the point and saw 
that even though he had been discouraged, even 
though he had failed in his efforts, he still had 
to remain positive to Truth. 

You can see that the more evil appears in 
your life, the more loyal you must be to Truth. 
You must be positive and absolute in your think- 
ing. You must cling to the truth that God is 
all in all even when evil seems to be all. There 
is no other way out. There is no other means 
of escape from adverse conditions but that 
which comes through our remaining firm and 
loyal to Truth. We must take the absolute 
stand because we cannot do otherwise. 




















Taking Courage 
E NEED to take courage and to feel 
that each day we rise to newer heights 
and that our feet are planted on firm- - 
er ground. We need to realize that 
even in discouragement we can find some occa- 
sion to rejoice. Even when affairs of the day 
would discourage us, we must take the attitude 
that we are superior to things and conditions. 
We must take occasion to be encouraged by even 
the slightest evidence of our victory and mas- 
tery. 

The discouraged person is one who thinks 
that his efforts have been futile. He lives in 
the belief that things of the world about him 
can master him. He abides in the consciousness 
that external things can, in some wise, conspire 
against his best interests. He needs to know 
that he has within him something that can 
never be thwarted, something that cannot know 
defeat. He has Christ within him. 


Climbing a hill, what a relief it is to pause 
a few moments and to feel that we have gained 
ground, to rejoice over what we have accom- 
plished! If we were to think entirely of the 
work we had to do, of the ground we had to 
cover, our feeling would be one of weariness. In 
taking courage from what we have accom- 
plished, we feel that our efforts have availed 
something and that we have within us some- 
thing that lifts us to higher and higher heights. 

The person who takes the attitude that he 
will fail in whatever he undertakes usually finds 
that he does fail. His attitude of discourage- 
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ment supplies him with plenty of things to be 
discouraged about. He is prevented from taking 
courage by his adverse attitude. He is unable 
to succeed because his mental attitude works 
counter to success. 

If you are inclined to be discouraged over 
your efforts to do something, learn how to take 
courage. Feel entirely detached from discour- 
aging conditions. Know that there is within 
you something that cannot know defeat, that 
cannot be discouraged. Realize that you have 
within you something that urges you to higher 
things and that makes possible your ongoing 
and success. 

The courageous person can accomplish 
much. He does not hold himself back by brood- 
ing over conditions of the past or over his seem- 
ing failure. He does not limit his ability in the 
present by calling to mind what he failed to do 
yesterday. Each defeat but makes him more 
sure that he can succeed. Finally, he comes to 
the place where he experiences no defeat. He 
finds that something within him makes him 
succeed. His Christ consciousness prevails. 

Take courage today, whoever you are, wher- 
ever you may be, whatever may be the task. 
Take the attitude that you will not be defeated 
or discouraged. Know that Christ in you will 
prevail. Realize that His presence inspires and 
encourages you. Know that He will be with you 
at all times, will quicken you to know what to 
do, will make your burden lighter, will cause 
you to sueceed.

When we cast the burden upon the Lord, 
we do not attempt to carry one corner of it 
for Him. We do not think of Him as unable 
to carry the load. We are certain that in our 
readiness to give all into the keeping of God, 
we have been rid of all anxiety. We can see 
that getting rid of worry is a matter of being 
willing to trust in God in all things. 

The person who worries shows that he be- 
lieves more in the power of things than he does 
in the power of God. He shows that he needs 
to trust in God, the good, instead of believing 
in the so-called power of evil. He needs to 
realize God’s omnipotence.

He finds that he must drop from mind those 
thoughts which are not in keeping with Truth. 
When we affirm that our thoughts are estab- 
lished in the Truth of Christ, we realize that 
we have emerged from the night of erroneous 
and fallacious thinking and have ascended into 
the light. We realize that we have corrected 
our thinking and have made our thoughts con- 
form to Truth. 

When the mind is stayed on Christ, it does 
not waver. No adverse belief can cause it to 
become unpoised.
